1«       Hiram  Clark  presided  over  the  Hawaiian  Mission.  He 

performed  tho  first  baptism  about  Feb.  10,  1851.  After  laboring  on  the 

islands  of  Calm  and  Maui, Side r  Clark  deserted  his  mission  Feb.  22, 

1851,  and  sailed  for  tho  Society  Islands.  He  finally  landed  in  California 

where  he  committed  suicide, 

Hiram  Clark  was  born  Sept.  22,  1795,  in  'Veils,  Rutland  County, 
Vermont,  the  son  of  Luman  Clark  and  Permelia  C.  He  was 

baptized  in  and  ordained  a  High  Priest  in  January,  1337. 

(H. P. Record. ) 


2.      Thomas  Whittle  labored  on  the  island  of  Oahu,  but  became 

discouraged  and  returned  to  America  in  March, 1851* 

Thoroas  Whittle  was  born  May  21,  1S12,  in  Mercey,  Upper  Canada,  the 
son  of  Thomas  Whittle  and  Elizabeth  Levi.  He  was  baptized  Nov. 22,  1837, 
came  to  Utah  in  1848,  and  died  July  3,  1H68,  in  Richmond,  Utah.  (Jenson's 
MSS.Bio.

3.       Henry  17.  Bigler  labored  on  the  islands  of  Maui/  Oahu,  and 

was  appointed  presiding  Elder  on  Oahu.,  He  was  released  July  25,  1854.
